Engineers  busy  after  ferry  accident 


ZEEBRUGGE,  Belgium  (AP)  —  Engineers  tried  Sunday  to  right  a  cap¬ 
sized  British  ferry  in  an  effort  to  retrieve  the  bodies  of  82  people  believed 
trapped  in  the  half-submerged  vessel  off  the  Belgian  coast. 

Relatives  of  passengers,  meanwhile,  went  to  a  makeshift  morgue  in  a 
basketball  court  to  identify  the  53  bodies  recovered  so  far.  Of  the  543  passen¬ 
gers  and  crew,  408  survived. 

The  Herald  of  Free  Enterprise  fell  on  its  port  side  outside  this  port  about  15 
minutes  after  departing  Friday  night  for  Dover,  England. 

On  Sunday,  two  salvage  ships  carrying  giant  cranes  moved  in  on  the 
stricken  vessel.  The  unrecovered  corpses  were  presumed  trapped  under 
heavy  debris  or  in  sections  of  the  boat  inaccessible  to  divers. 

Reporters  flying  overhead  saw  one  crane  perpendicular  to  the  keel.  Salvage 
crews  were  attaching  a  steel  cable  to  the  orange-and-white  hull.  Several 
tugboats  stood  by  on  a  calm  sea. 

The  operation  was  suspended  at  nightfall,  after  about  three  hours. 

Officals  said  Sunday  it  was  extremely  unlikely  anyone  was  still  alive  inside 
the  vessel  and  that  it  was  too  dangerous  for  divers  to  try  to  retrieve  bodies 
before  the  ferry  was  righted. 

“We  cannot  get  more  bodies  out  of  the  vessel  without  killing  somebody,” 
said  Lt.  Stephen  Wild,  a  British  Royal  Navy  diver. 

“The  prime  concern  is  to  get  the  ship  upright,”  said  Paul  Ellis,  a  spokesman 
for  the  ferry’s  owners,  Townsend  Thoresen.  “It  will  be  a  matter  of  weeks, 
rather  than  days.” 


Israeli  cabinet  demands  spy  probe 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Three  Cabinet  ministers  on  Sunday  demanded  an 
official  probe  into  the  Pollard  spy  scandal,  which  one  minister  said  has  caused 
“unprecedented  damage”  to  U.S. -Israeli  ties. 

But  the  government  blocked  public  discussion  by  referring  the  debate  to  a 
secret  Cabinet  committee. 

“The  Cabinet  has  no  right  to  hide  information  from  the  government,”  said 
Communications  Minister  Amnon  Rubinstein,  one  of  three  ministers  who 
asked  for  an  inquiry  at  the  weekly  Cabinet  session. 

Jonathan  Jay  Pollard,  a  former  U.S.  Navy  analyst,  was  sentenced  Wednes¬ 
day  to  life  in  prison  for  selling  classified  U.S.  military  information  to  Israel. 

Rubinstein  told  reporters  after  the  two-hour  meeting:  “As  a  member  of 
government,  I  want  to  know,  not  security  secrets,  but  about  the  responsibility 
for  this  totally  unjustified,  totally  irresponsible  act  that  caused  unprecedented 
damage  to  our  relations  with  the  United  States  and  also  to  American  Jewry.” 

He  said  he,  Energy  Minister  Moshe  Shahal  and  Ezer  Weizman,  a  minister 
without  portfolio,  demanded  to  know  who  made  the  “terrible  decision”  to 
recruit  Pollard  as  a  spy. ' 

Israeli  leaders  have  said  the  decision  came  from  lower  echelons  in  the 
defense  ministry.  But  Pollard  alleged  in  a  pre-sentencing  document  that  the 
“highest  echelons”  in  Israel’s  government  were  aware  of  his  mission,  and  new 
questions  arose  last  week  after  his  alleged  recruiter  was  promoted. 


Adviser  contradicts  Tower  report 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  An  in-house  adviser  to  Attorney  General  Edwin 
Meese,  in  an  opinion  issued  shortly  after  disclosure  of  the  U.S.  arms  sales  to 
Iran,  said  the  White  House  did  not  violate  congressional  reporting  require¬ 
ments  and  that  an  oral  go-ahead  from  President  Reagan  was  sufficient  for  one 
of  the  shipments. 

The  legal  opinions  by  Assistant  Attorney  General  Charles  J.  Cooper,  which 
back  the  Reagan  administration’s  handling  of  the  arms  sales,  are  sharply  at 
odds  with  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  Tower  commission. 

The  legal  memoranda,  prepared  for  Meese  and  supplied  to  the  Tower  board, 
were  released  last  week  in  response  to  a  request  from  The  Associated  Press. 

One  legal  opinion  by  Cooper  concludes  there  was  no  violation  of  a  require¬ 
ment  under  the  N ational  Security  Act  for  timely  notification  of  Congress  when 
the  administration  failed  to  tell  key  congressmen  about  the  arms  sales. 

The  Tower  report  concluded  that  notification  appears  to  be  a  requirement. 
The  report  says  Congress  should  have  been  notified  shortly  after  Reagan’s 
Jan.  17,  1986,  written  authorization  for  the  arms  sales  failed  to  gain  the 
expected  release  of  U.S.  hostages  in  Lebanon. 

The  administration  never  did  notify.  Congress,  and  the  deals  with  Iran 
didn’t  become  public  until  last  November,  about  15  months  after  the  ship¬ 
ments  began. 

A  second  opinion  by  Cooper  concludes  that  it  was  sufficient  legally  for 
Reagan  to  have  given  oral  authorization  for  one  of  the  arms  shipments  that 
took  place  in  November  1985  involving  the  CIA. 

The  Tower  panel  said  it  doubted  an  oral  go-ahead  was  sufficient. 

Cooper’s  opinions  were  written  in  December  of  last  year,  a  month  and  a  half 
after  the  initial  disclosure  of  the  arms  sales  to  Iran  and  about  three  weeks  after 
disclosure  that  some  of  the  profits  from  the  sales  may  have  been  diverted  to 
the  Nicaraguan  Contra  rebels.

Congress  battles 
over  Contra  funds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Congress 
is  facing  its  first  battle  of  the  year 
over  aid  to  Nicaragua’s  Contra 
rebels,  a  fight  that  also  will  provide  a 
measure  of  how  well  President  Rea¬ 
gan  has  regained  his  political  footing 
on  Capitol  Hill. 

At  stake  this  week  is  the  final,  $40 
million  installment  of  the  $100  million 
aid  package  for  the  anti-Sandinista 
fighters  that  Congress  passed  last 
year. 

Even  if  the  Democrat-controlled 
House  and  Senate  vote  to  block  the 
$40  million  payment,  a  Reagan  veto 
could  still  ensure  that  the  Contras  get 
the  funds.  But  lawmakers  on  both 
sides  of  the  emotional  issue  are  look¬ 
ing  beyond  this  skirmish  to  the  larger 
issue  of  future  U.S.  policy  in  Central 
America. 

When  Reagan  formally  requested 
the  final  $40  million  last  week,  he  also 
certified  to  Congress  that  there  was 
no  reasonable  chance  for  a  near-term 
diplomatic  settlement  of  the  region’s 
problems  without  the  military  aid  to 
the  rebels.  Democrats  attacked  that 
finding. 

The  assertion  was  a  renewal  of  the 
administration’s  stated  aim  of  a  two- 
track  solution:  a  multilateral  diplo¬ 
matic  effort  involving  all  nations  in 
the  region,  coupled  with  continued 
military  pressure  on  Nicaragua  to 
force  its  leftist  government  to  the  ne¬ 
gotiating  table.

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Violent  crime  becoming  more  likely 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Justice  Department  said  Sunday  that  five  out 
of  six  of  today’s  12-year-olds  will  be  the  victims  or  intended  victims  of  violent 
crimes  during  their  lifetimes  if  current  crime  rates  persist. 

Half  of  them  will  be  victimized  more  than  once,  authorities  said  in  a  report 
based  on  projections  from  a  decade  of  surveys  on  the  extent  of  crime. 

The  report  says  the  lifetime  odds  of  becoming  a  victim  of  violent  crimes 
rape,  robbery  and  assault  decline  rapidly  with  age. 

Nearly  one  out  of  12  females  will  be  the  victim  of  an  attempted  or  completed 
rape.  F or  black  females,  the  odds  are  1  out  of  9,  according  to  the  department’s 
Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics. 

The  study,  based  on  figures  compiled  by  the  government’s  National  Crime 
Survey  from  1975  through  1984,  said  that  45  percent  of  black  males  will 
become  victims  of  violent  crime  three  or  more  times  —  almost  double  the 
possibility  for  black  females  (24  percent)  and  triple  the  likelihood  for  white 
females  (13  percent). 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  presidential  adviser  on  the  Iran-Contra  affair 
said  Sunday  there  was  no  possibility  President  Reagan  would  have  forgotten 
if  he  were  told  Contra  rebels  were  benefiting  from  U.S.  arms  sales  to  Iran. 

David  M.  Abshire,  retired  NATO  ambassador  who  has  been  assisting  the 
president  on  the  affair,  said  he  was  certain  Reagan  is  telling  the  truth  when  he 
says  he  knew  nothing  of  the  purported  diversion  to  the  Nicaraguan  rebels  of 
money  from  the  arms  sales. 

“There  is  one  Ronald  Reagan,  he’s  deeply  honest,  he’s  deeply  dedicated, 
and  he  tells  the  truth.  And  when  he  says  he  has  no  knowledge,  he  has  no 
knowledge,”  Abshire  said  on  CBS-TV’s  “Face  the  Nation.” 

Reagan  has  said  he  was  unaware  of  any  diversion  of  arms  sales  proceeds  to 
the  Contras,  and  the  president’s  position  on  that  question  has  been  backed  by 
the  Senate  Intelligence  Committee,  in  its  report  of  Jan.  29,  and  the  Tower 
commission,  in  its  report  of  Feb.  26.  Both  reports  concluded  there  was  no 
evidence  Reagan  knew  of  the  money  transfer. 

The  Washington  Post,  citing  a  legal  source,  said  in  Sunday’s  editions  that 
former  National  Security  Adviser  John  M.  Poindexter  at  one  point  was 
considering  basing  his  defense  around  a  contention  that  on  two  occasions  in 
1986  he  told  Reagan  the  Contra  rebels  were  benefiting  from  the  arms  sales  to 
Iran.

The  maximum  tax  rate  of  50  per¬ 
cent  in  1986  will  go  down  to  38  1/2 
percent  in  1987  and  28  percent  by 
1988,”  said  Ted  Pierce,  a  certified 
public  accountant  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Reduction  in  federal  income  tax 
rates  has  become  known  as  a  windfall 
to  the  state,  he  added. 

Other  changes  dealing  with  federal 
income  tax  are  the  increase  of  exemp¬ 
tions  from  $1,080  to  1,900  and  the 
elimination  or  reduction  of  some  item¬ 
ized  deductions  —  items  allowed  by 
the  internal  revenue  code  or  income 
tax  law  to  be  deducted  from  income. 

“Some  of  these  reduced  deductions 
are  medical  expenses  and  interest  on 
consumer  debts,  which  would  be 
loans  on  cars,  motorcycles,  furniture 
and  other  items. 

“An  example  of  the  deductions  be¬ 
ing  eliminated  is  sales  tax.  Another 
change  that  will  affect  students  is  the 
elimination  of  the  students  personal 
exemption  on  his  own  tax  return  if  he 
can  be  claimed  on  his  parents  tax  re¬ 
turn,”  said  Pierce. 

He  added  here  are  authorized  de¬ 
ductions  that  apply  to  all  taxpayers. 

Some  of  these  are  the  personal  ex¬ 
emptions,  itemized  deductions,  and 
expenses  incurred  in  business.  In  ad¬ 
dition  certain  items  of  income  are  not 
taxable  such  as  pell  grants,  guaran¬ 
teed  student  loans  and  money  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  GI  bill  (allowance 
given  to  veterans  to  attend  school). 

Although  these  are  non-taxable, 
the  scholarships  received  by  students 
may  or  may  not  be  taxable.  They  are 
non-taxable  if  used  for  tuition,  school 
supplies  etc.  But  if  the  scholarship 
proceeds  are  used  for  anything  other 
than  things  for  school  they  become 
taxable,  said  Pierce. 

Regardless  of  these  common  areas 
students  may  not  be  aware  of  the 
changes  being  made. 


Couples  get  tax  break 


Married  couples  who  both  work  are 
eligible  for  a  special  deduction  of  as 
much  as  $3,000  on  1986  federal  tax 
returns.  This  deduction  may  be 
claimed  on  either  Form  1040A  or 
Form  1040  as  a  subtraction  from 
gross  income,  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  said  in  its  1987  Tax  Supple¬ 
ment. 

The  deduction  is  limited  to  10  per¬ 
cent  of  the  qualified  earned  income  of 
the  lesser-earning  spouse.  However, 


the  maximum  amount  allowed  is  10 
percent  of  up  to  $30,000  for  a  deduc¬ 
tion  of  $3,000.  To  take  the  deduction, 
both  spouses  must  have  earned  in¬ 
come,  such  as  wages  and  tips. 

However,  income  earned  by  one 
spouse  working  for  the  other  does  not 
qualify;  nor  does  such  income  as  inter¬ 
est,  dividends,  pensions,  annuities, 
IRA  distributions,  unemployment 
compensation,  deferred  compensa¬ 
tion  or  nontaxable  income.

“Not  many  of  the  students  here  at 
BYU  have  paid  much  attention  to  the 
new  tax  law  because  they  are  usually 
able  to  file  exempt  or  will  get  a  refund 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Not  many  pay 
taxes  right  now,”  said  Jerald  Mason, 
an  assistant  professor  of  personal  and 
family  finance  management. 

“I  think  in  the  long  run  the  economy 
will  benefit  from  these  changes.  The 
only  problems  I  see  are  those  of  in¬ 
vestments  dealing  with  real  estate 
and  capital  gains,”  said  Bruce 
Kimzey,  an  associate  professor  in  eco¬ 
nomics.

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Tax  tips  for  students 
who  haven't  filed  yet

Each  spring  working  BYU  students  struggle  to  get 
their  tax  returns  filed  by  April  1.5. 

Since  new  tax  laws  go  into  effect  this  year,  1986  returns 
will  be  the  last  chance  for  students  to  take  advantage  of 
some  deductions  which  won’t  be  allowed  in  the  future,  said 
Jon  Huber,  tax  and  consumer  specialist  in  the  BYU  Om¬ 
budsman’s  office.  . 

Charitable  contributions  will  still  be  deductable  this 
year.  However,  after  this  year,  deductions  of  charitable 
contributions  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past  for  most  students, 
he  said.  “That’s  the  biggest  thing  that  is  going  to  hurt  the 
majority  of  students  at  this  university.” 

The  only  way  students  can  deduct  charitable  contribu¬ 
tions  after  this  year  is  if  they  contribute  at  least  $3,000  a 
year. 

Charitable  contributions  include  those  made  to  reli¬ 
gious  organizations,  community  funds,  and  other  such 
organizations,  said  Huber. 

Contributions  of  material  goods  to  the  Deseret  Indus¬ 
tries  or  the  Salvation  Army  may  be  deducted. 

Also,  this  year  will  be  the  last  for  married  students  to 
enjoy  the  two  earner  deduction. 

If  both  spouses  worked  during  the  year,  they  can  take 
the  lower  of  the  two  incomes  multiplied  by  10  percent  and 
subtract  that  figure  from  their  income.  As  much  as  $3,000 
may  be  deducted,  he  said.  “In  1987  they  can’t  do  that 
anymore.” 

Parents  who  pay  someone  to  care  for  a  dependent  while 
they  work  may  qualify  for  a  special  tax  credit,  according  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  in  the  1987  Tax  Supple¬ 
ment.  If  one  spouse  works  full-time  and  the  other  is  a 
full-time  student,  they  are  also  eligible  for  this  deduction. 

There  are  many  other  exemptions  and  deductions  both 
single  and  married  students  may  qualify  for  this  year. 

If  graduate  students  are  required  to  do  teaching  or 
research  as  part  of  their  schooling  and  are  paid  for  their 
services,  they  can  claim  an  exemption.  “The  money  they 
earn  is  tax-exempt,”  said  Huber. 

If  students  open  an  individual  retirement  account  by 
April  15,  they  can  claim  a  write-off  for  1986.  IRA’s  can  be 
opened  by  any  full-time  worker,  and  as  much  as  $2,000  a 
year  may  be  deposited  into  that  account,  said  Huber. 

However,  students  need  to  be  careful  about  IRA’s  be¬ 
cause  they  can’t  touch  the  money  without  suffering  a 
severe  penalty  until  they  are  59.5  years  old.  “They  can’t 
open  an  account,  put  a  few  thousand  dollars  away  while 
they  are  in  school  and  then  plan  on  getting  the  money  out 


after  they  graduate.” 

If  students  received  dividends  in  1986  from  stocks  or 
mutual  funds  that  invest  in  stocks,  the  first  $100  is  tax 
exempt.  Joint  returns  can  exclude  the  first  $200,  said 
Huber. 

Standard  deduction  is  a  free  deduction  all  taxpayers 
receive,  he  said.  It  is  worth  $2,480  for  single  students  and 
$3,670  for  married  couples  filing  jointly.  “Most  students 
don’t  even  know  they  have  it.” 

There  are  also  many  miscellaneous  deductions  students 
can  claim. 

Professional  dues,  clothing  they  may  be  required  to  buy 
to  work  at  a  certain  establishment,  tools,  and  job  supplies 
needed  can  all  be  deducted,  said  Huber. 

Because  many  students  don’t  understand  the  tax  sys¬ 
tem,  they  make  mistakes.  According  to  Huber,  the  major 
errors  students  make  is  when  they  fill  out  the  W-4  form. 
“Students  often  don’t  know  how  to  fill  those  out  properly.” 

Some  students  underestimate  what  they  will  earn  and 
claim  exempt,  which  means  they  cannot  earn  more  than 
$3,500  that  year.  “The  problem  comes  when  students 
work  at  BYU  and  then  they  work  at  home.  The  earnings 
at  BYU  were  less  than  $3,500,  but  the  total  earnings 
exceeded  that.”  The  penalty  students  receive  for  such  a 
mistake  is  a  $500  fine  in  addition  to  a  taxation  on  their 
earnings. 

Also,  because  everyone’s  status  changes  a  little  each 
year,  many  students  fill  out  the  wrong  tax  form.  “Some 
people  fill  out  one  form  one  year  and  figure,  ‘that  is  the 
form  I’ll  always  fill  out,”’  he  said.  “But  with  the  new  tax 
laws  the  forms  are  really  going  to  change  drastically  each 
year.”  So  students  should  evaluate  their  status  each  year 
they  file. 

There  are  several  different  tax  forms  students  can  use. 
The  1040EZ  form  is  the  least  complicated  and  the  one 
most  single  students  use,  Huber  said. 

However,  charitable  contributions  are  the  only  deduc¬ 
tions  which  can  be  taken  on  that  form. 

If  students  wish  to  claim  other  deductions  they  must  be 
itemized  on  a  longer  1040  or  1040A  form,  he  said. 

All  workers  must  refile  their  W-4  form  by  October  first 
under  the  new  tax  law.  “That  should  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible,”  Huber  said.  “If  they  wait  until  October  first  to 
do  it,  they  won’t  have  held  enough  taxes  out  during  the 
year  and  they  are  going  to  have  a  liability.” 

Those  BYU  students  needing  tax  assistance  can  go  to 
room  316  in  the  Tanner  Building  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays 
and  Saturdays  throughout  the  month  of  March.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  Ombudsman’s  office  is  running  its  own  program 
to  help  international  students  file  their  tax  returns. 


Interest  deductions  to  phase  out

Prior  to  the  new  tax  law  people 
could  take  deduction  for  interest  paid 
on  their  cars,  stereo,  homes  etc. 

Pierce  added  that  under  the  new 
tax  law  this  type  of  interest  with  the 
exception  of  interest  on  a  home  is  go¬ 
ing  to  be  reduced  and  phased  out  over 
a  five  year  period. 

In  1992  no  deduction  will  be  allowed 
for  interest  on  loans  used  to  purchase 
cars  and  other  expensive  items  placed 
on  installments. 

“Now  the  law  has  been  made  that 
the  home  is  the  only  possession  a  per¬ 
son  can  take  a  line  of  credit  on. 

Up  to  $30,000  can  be  borrowed 
against  a  house,  which  I  feel  may 


cause  problems.  Rather  than  some¬ 
one  losing  a  car  or  stereo,  if  the  credit 
is  not  paid,  he  or  she  would  be  losing 
his  or  her  house,”  said  Mason. 

Pierce  said  the  reason  for  the 
change  is  to  allow  more  revenue  to 
come  into  the  government  to  offset 
revenue  reductions  caused  by  other 
provisions  of  the  bill. 

“I  feel  even  with  all  the  changes 
that  have  been  made,  students  in  the 
long  run  will  benefit  because  most  do 
not  itemize  on  their  returns,”  said 
Bruce  Kimzey,  an  associate  professor 
in  economics. 

“Single  students  can  earn  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  $5,000  before  any  of  their 
money  is  taxable,  and  married  stu¬ 


dents  without  children  can  earn  up  to 
$9,000  before  it  becomes  taxable.  I 
think  this  covers  most  students  here 
at  BYU,”  he  said. 

The  other  three  taxes  changed  dur¬ 
ing  the  legislative  session  were  those 
of  the  cigarette  tax  increasing  from  12 
cents  to  23  cents  per  package.  The 
gas  tax  increasing  from  five  cents  per 
gallon  to  19  cents  per  gallon,  and  the 
sales  tax  increasing  from  5  3/4  percent 
to  6  1/4. 

McAllister  said  with  each  quarter 
cent  of  sales  tax  raised  the  govern¬ 
ment  can  generate  $30  million. 

For  example  if  it  was  raised  one  full 
cent  the  government  would  bring  in 
$120  million  more.

Everyday  we  decide  what  to  eat 
and  buy  and  whether  we  will  spend 
our  extra  time  doing  homework, 
going  skiing,  or  any  of  the  other 
countless  available  activities.

In  cases 
where  the  illusion  is  especially  well 
protected  and  sheltered,  however, 
its  destruction  can  be  a  traumatic 
experience. 

An  example  of  a  man  who  could 
not  handle  the  destruction  of  his 
beautiful  storybook  illusions  is 
found  in  Cervantes’  classic  Don 
Quixote.  Quixote  refused  to  accept 
reality.  He  transferred  his  picture 
of  the  ideal  world  to  the  world  that 
surrounded  him  and  ignored  or  ex¬ 
cused  the  inconsistencies.  Wind¬ 
mills  became  dragons  and  an  ordi¬ 
nary  peasant  girl  became  a 
beautiful  maiden.  Quixote  was 
happy  in  his  illusory  world,  yet  it 
could  not  coexist  with  reality.  Be¬ 
fore  Quixote’s  death,  he  was  forced 
to  admit  that  he  had  been  living  a 
sham.  He  knew  that  he  was  delud¬ 
ing  himself. 

We  need  to  learn  to  cope  with  the 
constant  disillusionment  that  sur¬ 
rounds  us.  Illusion  is  much  more 
than  a  magician’s  trick. 

We  can  see  that  illusion,  and  its 
destruction,  is  a  necessary  and  im¬ 
portant  part  of  our  lives.  Without 
illusion,  we  would  not  be  able  to 
learn,  and  without  its  destruction, 
we  would  not  be  able  to  progress. 

When  we  see  a  child  who  believes 
in  Prince  Charming  and  in  living 
happily  ever  after,  we  are  not  wit¬ 
nessing  “just”  an  illusion. 

We  are  watching  the  formation 
and  development  of  a  human  mind.

Ask  a  friend 
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Our  local  governments  use 
money  from  property  tax 


If  your  rent  increases  next  fall,  it  may  be  because  your 
landlord  has  experienced  a  property  tax  increase  and 
must  offset  these  increased  costs  by  passing  them  on  to 
the  renter. 

Property  tax  is  the  foundation  of  local  tax  structures  in 
every  state. 

Local  programs  are  usually  funded  through  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  local  property  taxes.  Utah  is  no  different. 

According  to  Howard  Stephenson,  Assistant  Director 
of  the  Utah  Taxpayers  Association,  the  rate  of  taxation  is 
determined  by  the  individual  budgets  set  by  local  govern¬ 
ments. 

Governments  determine  needs 

Each  branch  of  local  government,  from  the  local  school 
districts  to  the  sanitation  departments,  determine  what 
their  budget  needs  will  be  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

According'  to  the  combined  total  of  these  figures,  a 
figure  is  arrived  to  tax  property. 

Stephenson  said  in  June  property  owners  are  sent  a 
property  tax  notice  which  sets  the  tentative  level  that 
their  property  will  be  taxed  and  the  assessed  value  of  their 
property. 

At  this  time  property  owners  who  feel  their  assessed 
value  is  too  high  have  until  August  to  appeal  the  level  of 
their  property  value. 


Thousands  of  people  are  successful  in  their  appeals 
because  of  the  factoring  program  which  sets  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  said  Stephenson. 

Value  determined  by  computer 

This  factoring  program  in  not  done  on  site  with  an 
actual  assessor  but  rather  is  done  on  computers.  The 
problem  with  the  factoring  program  is  that  it  tends  to 
escalate  the  disparities  that  are  already  inherent  in  many 
people’s  assessed  value  of  their  property  said  Stephen¬ 
son. 

Appeals  available 

The  assessed  value  of  property  cannot  be  appealed 
simply  because  the  level  of  taxes  has  gone  up.  Property 
owners  have  to  prove  the  assessed  values  it  too  high. 

Stephenson  said  one  way  to  win  an  appeal  is  to  talk  to  a 
real  estate  agent  to  get  valid  verifiable  sales  data.  This 
information  takes  into  consideration  the  location,  the 
size,  the  condition,  and  the  age  of  the  property. 

“It’s  a  pretty  good  science  for  placing  a  value  on 
properties.  If  you  ask  three  or  four  different  Realtors  the 
different  estimates  will  be  within  $1,000,”  he  said. 

Property  tax  is  different  from  most  other  forms,  of 
taxation.  Property  owners  are  billed  by  the  government 
and  it  is  up  to  the  owners  to  audit  the  government  to 
determine  if  they  are  being  taxed  fairly. 
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Exemption  is  possible 


Many  part-time  workers  and  low 
income  earners  must  file  tax  returns 
year  after  year  to  receive  full  refunds. 
These  taxpayers  may  be  eligible  for 
exemption  from  federal  tax  withhold¬ 
ing,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
said  in  its  annual  1987  Tax  Supple¬ 
ment. 

A  request  for  exemption  on  Form 
W-4,  Employee’s  Withholding  Al¬ 
lowance  Certificate,  stops  federal  in¬ 
come  taxes  from  being  withheld  from 
an  employee’s  pay. 

Taxpayers  who  had  no  tax  liability 
in  1986  will  qualify.  Students  who 
work  part-time  or  only  during  sum¬ 
mer  usually  meet  the  necessary  re¬ 
quirements,  IRS  adds. 

The  advantage  of  the  withholding 
exemption,  according  to  the  IRS,  is 
that  a  taxpayer  who  would  ordinarily 
receive  a  full  refund  of  federal  tax 


withheld  will  not  have  to  file  a  return. 

However,  claiming  exemption  from 
withholding  of  federal  income  tax  has 
no  effect  on  a  taxpayer’s  social  secu¬ 
rity  (FICA)  tax  withholding,  the  IRS 
said. 

The  exemption  certificate  is  good 
for  only  one  year.  A  new  Form  W-4 
must  be  filed  by  Feb.  15  each  year  if 
the  employee  is  still  qualified  and 
wishes  to  remain  exempt. 

If  an  employee,  even  one  qualified 
for  the  exemption,  neglects  to  file 
Form. W-4,  the  employer  is  required 
by  law  to  withhold  income  tax,  the 
IRS  said. 

The  employee  is  responsible  for 
stopping  the  exemption  when  he  or 
she  expects  to  owe  federal  income 
taxes. 

This  is  done  by  filing  a  new  Form 
W-4  with  the  employer.

Cougars  on  to  NCAA

The  wacky  WAC. 

That  was  a  phrase  heard  often  in 
Albuquerque  last  weekend  as  the 
WAC  basketball  tournament  proved 
that  parity  has  come  to  at  least  one 
conference  sport. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  tourney, 
fourth-seeded  Wyoming  upended 
New  Mexico,  the  third  seed,  64-62  as 
the  regular  season  first  and  second 
place  teams,  UTEP  and  BYU  — 
both  knocked  off  in  the  semifinals  — 
watched  from  the  sidelines. 

BYU  was  beaten  93-86  Friday  by 
a  fired-up  home  team  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  Mexico,  and  had  to 
wait  and  pray  the  NCAA  selection 
committee  would  view  the  Cougars 
worthy  of  their  prestigious  tourney. 

NCAA  pairings  were  announced 
Sunday,  jind  the  Cougar’s  21-10 
record  was  good  enough  for  one  of 
the  34  bids  that  went  to  teams  not 
qualifying  via  conference  tourna¬ 
ment  championships. 

BYU  Coach  Ladell  Andersen  was 
quite  vocal  about  his  views  concern¬ 
ing  national  recognition  of  WAC 
teams  and  their  strengths. 

After  the  Cougars  beat  Air  Force 
82-79  in  overtime  in  first-round  ac¬ 
tion,  Andersen  said,  “It’s  a  compli¬ 
ment  to  our  league  that  doesn’t  get 
the  recognition  for  our  strength.” 

Then,  after  BYU  lost  to  UNM,  he 
said,  “I’d  be  the  most  disappointed 
man  in  North  America  if  we  don’t 
get  invited.  They’ve  just  got  to  pick 
us  —  if  strength  of  schedule  counts.” 

The  Cougars  went  on  the  road 
early  in  the  season  and  played  close 
games  against  Oklahoma,  Iowa,  and 
Notre  Dame,  then  came  back  to  the 
Marriott  Center  to  blast  Pittsburgh. 

In  BYU’s  final  WAC  game  of  the 
season,  the  Cougars  and  Lobos 
fought  back  and  forth  until  the  last 
two  minutes  of  the  game,  when  the 
Lobos,  sparked  by  the  home  crowd, 
came  alive  to  pull  ahead  by  eight 
points  with  :30  left  to  play. 

New  Mexico  center  Rob  Loeffel 
played  like  a  man  inspired,  scoring  a 
career-high  27  points,  including  a

perfect  seven  of  seven  free  throws. 

“I  thought  he  (Loeffel)  played  for 
Mom  tonight,”  Lobo  Coach  Gary 
Colson  said  after  the  game,  and 
added,  “Tonight  he  was  awesome.” 


Loeffel’s  mother,  who  lives  in 
Texas,  was  in  Albuquerque  for  the 
tournament. 

BYU’s  forward  tandem,  Michael 
Smith  and  Jeff  Chatman,  poured  in 


26  and  24  points,  respectively,  for 
the  Cougars  in  the  losing  effort. 

Smith,  who  scored  29  points  in  the 
opening  game  against  Air  Force, 
was  voted  to  the  All-Tournament 
team  along  with  Loeffel,  UTEP 
guard  Hernell  “Jeep”  Jackson,  New 
Mexico  guard  Hunter  Greene,  and 
Wyoming  center  Eric  Leckner. 

Leckner  scored  20  points  in  the 
Cowboy’s  77-74  semifinal  win  over 
UTEP,  and  added  27  points  and  10 
rebounds  in  the  final  game  against 
New  Mexico.  Leckner  was  voted  the 
MVP  of  the  tournament. 

The  final  game  of  the  tournament 
turned  into  an  exciting  battle  of  big 
men,  with  Wyoming  edging  UNM  in 
the  last  10  seconds  of  the  game. 

Just  one  week  previously,  the  Lo¬ 
bos  and  the  ‘Pokes  were  in  a  similar 
situation  —  a  tie  game  and  10  sec¬ 
onds  left  in  the  game.  New  Mexico 
intentionally  fouled  Wyoming’s 
worst  free  throw  shooter,  Sean 
Dent,  who  missed  two  free  throws 
and  allowed  New  Mexico  the  final 
shot,  which  they  canned  for  the  win. 

In  the  WAC  final,  in  the  same  sit¬ 
uation,  New  Mexico  decided  to  do 
the  same  thing.  This  time,  however, 
it  was  Dent’s  turn  to  be  the  hero. 

Dent  sank  both  free  throws  and 
the  Lobos  failed  to  put  in  three  last 
attempts,  giving  the  victory  and  au¬ 
tomatic  NCAA  berth  to  Wyoming. 

The  NCAA  selections  committee 
chose  UTEP  to  accompany  BYU 
and  Wyoming  to  the  NCAA  Tourna¬ 
ment,  and  left  New  Mexico,  with  a 
school  record  25  wins  against  9 
losses,  as  a  frontrunner  for  the  less 
prestigious  NIT  tourney. 

“We  feel  good  about  it  (being  se¬ 
lected  to  the  NCAA  Tournament). 
We’re  a  very  deserving  team  and 
feel  good  about  what  we  can  do,” 
said  Andersen. 

BYU’s  first  round  opponent  will 
be  New  Orleans,  which  is  25-3.  The 
two  will  face  off  in  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  Thursday  afternoon. 

“It’s  an  extra  special  thing  for 
Chatman  to  play  back  home,”  said 
Andersen.

The  BYU  women’s  basketball  team 
lost  its  last  game  of  the  season  in  a 
97-88  defeat  by  the  Wyoming  Cow¬ 
girls  Saturday  night. 

Earlier  this  season  the  Cougars 
beat  their  opponents  96-83,  however 
this  time  the  Cowgirls  played  “one  of 
their  best  games  in  years,”  according 
to  Cougar  Coach  Courtney  Leish- 
man. 

Leishman  said  that  the  team  felt 
bad  because  they  lost,  but  they  had  to 
congratulate  Wyoming  because  they 
shot  unbelievable,  and  “just  played 
super.” 

This  win  over  BYU  was  the  first  for 
senior  Cowgirl  Michele  Hoppes  who 
waited  four  years  to  beat  the  Cou¬ 
gars.  After  the  game  Hoppes  told 
Leishman  that  this  win  was  a  high¬ 
light  of  her  collegiate  career. 

Although  BYU  lost,  Leishman  said 
they  played  a  decent  basketball 
game.  “Wyoming  had  one  of  those 
games  —  once  in  a  million  years.” 

BYU’s  6-7  center  Tresa  Spaulding 
led  all  scorers  with  46  points.  Spauld¬ 
ing  is  second  in  the  nation  in  scoring 
with  28.3  points  per  game  average, 
according  to  NCAA  Division  I  stats. 
Spaulding  also  grabbed  16  rebounds 
for  the  Cougars. 

The  Cowgirls  had  a  balanced  offen¬ 
sive  attack  with  four  players  scoring 
in  double  figures:  eenter  Chris  Fair¬ 
less  had  31  points,  Hoppes  scored  28, 
and  Kim  Buston  and  Lisa  Daniels 
each  netted  16  points  for  Wyoming. 

BYU  ends  their  season  with  an 
overall  17-11  record  and  an  8-4  confer¬ 
ence  mark.  This  puts  BYU  in  third 
place  in  the  HCAC.  The  University  of 
Utah  and  New  Mexico  State  tied  for 
first  place. 

“We  had  a  good  season  —  we  had  a 
good  group  of  girls  that  represented 
the  University  the  way  they  should 
have,”  said  Leishman. 

Next  year  Leishman  looks  forward 
to  four  returning  starters  and  three 
or  four  promising  freshman  athletes 
that  they  are  recruiting. 

“I’m  very  optomistic  about  next 
year,”  said  Leishman.

Wisconsin,  who  is  ranked 
No.  25  in  the  nation  was  the  best 
team  coming  into  the  tournament 
besides  BYU  who  just  jumped  up 
from  No.  17  to  No.  15  in  the  newest 
computer  rankings. 

BYU’s  Lesley  Hakala  who  is

Other  division  winners,  who  helped  BYU  out¬ 
point  second-place  Montana  by  39.5  points  and  will 
participate  in  the  NCAA  meet,  are  158-pound  se¬ 
nior  Dean  Mitchell,  posting  a  21-10  record;  167- 
pound  freshman  John  Kohls,  at  33-4;  177-pound 


senior  Craig  Bogard,  at  26-8-2;  and  third-ranked 
senior  heavyweight  Jim  Nielsen,  at  29-2. 

Sophomore  Mark  Willis,  who  finished  as  the  run¬ 
ner-up  at  190-pounds,  will  also  compete  in  the  tour¬ 
nament  with  an  overall  record  of  30-13. 

Coach  Alan  Albright  was  obviously  pleased  with 
the  outcome  of  the  meet  and  feels  his  team  is 
peaking  in  time  for  the  finals.

Other  notable  efforts  include  Mary 
Graham’s  second  place  finish  in  the 
3000  meters  (10:20.0),  Sherie  Mor- 
ford’s  second  place  5-5  1/2  high  jump 
and  Laura  Zaugg’s  third  place  in  the 
60m  hurdles  (9.30). 


“We’re  looking  forward  now  to  the 
NCAA  indoors  next  week,”  said 
Poole,  “we’ll  be  taking  six  athletes.” 

The  BYU  men’s  track  team  will  be 
taking  eight  members  to  the  NCAA 
finals.  High  jumper  Dave  Sampson 
cleared  7-3  1/2,  qualifying  by  1/4  of  an 
inch. 

Russ  Meldrum  smashed  his  per¬ 
sonal  best  record  and  almost  set  a  new 
school  record  in  the  35-pound  throw. 

“I  threw  65.5,”  said  Meldrum.  “I 
couldn’t  believe  what  was  happening. 

,  I  was  really  surprised  because  the 
throw  didn’t  feel  that  good.” 

The  throw,  in  fact,  is  currently  the 
second  best  collegiate  throw  in  the 
nation.  It  was  only  three  weeks  ago 
that  Meldrum’s  personal  best  was  in 
the  51-foot  throwing  range. 

BYU  men’s  coach  Clarence  Ro¬ 
bison  said  he  was  thrilled  with  both 
Sampson’s  and  Meldrum’s  efforts.  “I 
was  excited  about  it  (the  throw),  Russ 
has  come  a' long  way  in  a  short  time,” 
he  said.  “Dave’s  effort  was  also  out¬ 
standing.” 

The  NCAA  Indoor  Finals  will  run 
March  13-14  in  Oklahoma  City  and 
BYU  coaches  expect  this  year’s  team 
to  do  well.  Said  Assistant  Coach  Her- 
shey,  “If  these  people  hold  their  times 
that  they’ve  done  during  the  season, 
we’ll  place  well.”

Accreditation  for  university  de- 
rtments  is  an  on-going  process. 
BYU’s  Education  Department  is 
rrently  preparing  for  an  upcoming 
ate  and  national  accreditation. 
:ate  accreditation  will  take  place  in 
ovember.  Re-accreditation  with  the 
ational  Council  for  Accreditation  of 
acher  Education  will  occur  in  two 
ars. 

Re-accreditation  is  under  the  gen- 
al  direction  of  Ralph  Smith,  dean  of 
ie  College  of  Education.  Norman 
yatt,  a  BYU  education  leadership 
ofessor,  is  in  charge  of  the  re-ac- 
editation  process. 

Hyatt  is  working  with  a  steering 
mmittee  composed  of  four  BYU  fac- 
ty  members.  Each  committee  mem- 
r  is  in  charge  of  a  certain  re-accredi- 
tion  area.  Gar  Cranney  is  over 
eondary  education;  Glen  Thomas,: 
ucational  psychology;  James  Baird, 
entary  education;  and  Jean 
lomas,  representing  the  depart¬ 


ment  dean  in  educational  leadership. 

This  committee  works  with  six  to 
10  other  committees.  They  deal  with 
20  different  areas  of  teacher  pre¬ 
paredness.  “The  best  part  (of  the  ac¬ 
creditation  process)  is  that  we  have 
really  good  and  knowledgeable  people 
working  on  the  committees,”  said  Hy¬ 
att. 

The  re-accreditation  process  in¬ 
volves  just  under  200  different  peo¬ 
ple,  said  Hyatt.  BYU  faculty  mem¬ 
bers,  principals  and  teachers  from  the 
community,  and  students,  are  in¬ 
volved  with  re-accreditation. 

“Right  now  the  re-accreditation 
process  is  really  a  form  of  self-analy¬ 
sis,”  said  Hyatt. 

The  committees  are  preparing  in¬ 
formation  on  how  the  College  of  Edu¬ 
cation  meets  re-accreditation  stan¬ 
dards. 

There  are  approximately  95  stan¬ 
dards  that  need  to  be  met,  said  Hyatt. 

Preliminary  re-accreditation;  re¬ 
port  drafts  ar#%cheduled  to  be  re¬ 
viewed  this  April,  with  the  final  re¬ 
view  occurring  this  fall.

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'Y'  Folkdancers  tour  New  Mexico 


The  BYU  International  Folk  Dance  Ensemble  per¬ 
forms  the  traditional  Mexican  dance  "Zap- 
ateado."

BYU’s  folkdancers  will  be  sharing  cultures  and  dance 
styles  from  around  the  world  as  they  present  their  colorful 
showcase  throughout  the  “Land  of  Enchantment.  ” 

The  International  Folk  Dance  Ensemble  left  Friday  for 


a  10-day  tour  to  New  Mexico  where  they  will  perform 
before  many  audiences  and  present  two  firesides  before 
returning  March  15. 

The  group  will  be  hosted  by  stakes  and  civic  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Albuquerque,  Carlsbad,  Farmington,  and  other 
locations. 

For  the  cities  of  Roswell  and  Hobbs  this  will  be  the 
dancer’s  second  performance  in  recent  months.  Both  cities 
were  included  in  the  team’s  10,000-mile  tour  through  the 
Southern  United  States  last  summer.  The  group  is  return¬ 
ing  by  request  from  these,  and  other  cities. 

“The  Roswell  Stake  alone  is  sponsoring  four  different 
shows  in  Hobbs,  Carlsbad,  Roswell  and  Portales,”  said  Ed 
Blaser,  of  Performance  Scheduling. 

Msfriy  of  the  students  have  expressed  enthusiasm  about 
returning  to  these  friendly  people,  said  Ed  Austin,  artistic 
director  for  the  folk  dancers. 

“I’m  excited  we  get  to  go  back  and  renew  those  acquain¬ 
tances,”  said  Austin.  “I  think  it’s  a  compliment  to  the 
group  that  we  were  asked  to  come  back  so  soon.” 

The  ensemble  will  be  presenting  music  and  dance  repre¬ 
sentative  of  several  regions  from  Europe,  the  Orient  and 
the  United  States.. 

They  will  also  be  featuring  some  new  material  they 
acquired  last  summer  while  dancing  at  international  festi¬ 
vals  in  Switzerland  and  Israel. 

The  Israeli  suite,  which  was  choreographed  by  LaVona 
Jenks  Comsa,  a  BYU  graduate  student,  as  part  of  her 
master’s  project,  has  been  a  favorite  with  audiences  this 
year.  “I  think  it  was  very  successful,”  said  Jenks  of  the 
project.  “I’m  surprised  at  how  well  it  turned  out.” 
Comsa’s  thesis  focuses  on  the  dances  of  Israel  which  she 
studied  for  several  years,  including  a  time  when  she  lived 
in  Israel. 

The  purpose  of  the  folk  dancers  is  to  expose  audiences  to 
cultures  and  peoples  from  around  the  world. 

“I  hope  that  after  the  performances,  residents  will 
share  the  same  excitement  that  we  feel  for  international 
folk  dance  and  these  cultures,”  said  Austin. 

Upon  returning  from  New  Mexico,  the  group  will  make 
several  appearances  throughout  Utah. 

The  company  is  also  preparing  for  an  international  tour 
to  Europe.  In  July  they  will  perform  in  folk  festivals  in 
Italy,  France,  West  Germany  and  Luxembourg. 


Young  peoples'  dance  company  to  perform

Children  and  teens  from  through¬ 
out  the  valley  will  present  their  own 
choreography  this  week  during  “An 
Evening  of  Dance.” 

The  students,  ranging  in  age  from  5 
to  18,  are  members  of  the  BYU  Chil¬ 
dren  and  Teens  Dance  Company. 
They  will  present  a  variety  show, 
much  of  which  was  choreographed  by 
themselves. 

The  performance  will  involve  jazz, 
musical  review,  classical  and  modern 
types  of  music. 

Numbers  will  include  a  piece  about 
Moses,  choreographed  and  per¬ 
formed  by  four  sisters,  an  all-boys 
number  that  they  did  to  the  “Rumble” 
from  “West  Side  Story,  and  a  circus 
piece. 

Christine  Ollerton,  director  of  the 
group,  explained  that  this  method  of 
teaching  is  very  different  from  most 
children’s  programs. 

“We  try  to  keep  the  childhood  in 
children,”  said  Ollerton.  “We  don’t 
encourage  artificiality,  premature 
adulthood  or  sensuality.  It’s  from  the 
inside  out,  not  something  plastered 
on  the  outside.” 

Music  and  instruction  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  are  very  selective. 


Ollerton  explained  that  the  teach¬ 
ers  of  these  kids  go  through  an  exten¬ 
sive  program  to  be  qualified  to  teach. 

First  they  must  be  trained  in  the 
modern  dance  program.  After  taking 
the  classes  they  begin  teaching  on  an 
apprenticeship  basis.  When,  and  if, 
they  proved  their  abilities  with  the 
children,  they  are  hired  to  teach. 

According  to  Ollerton,  most  of  the 
instructors  are  interested  in  the  fields 
of  childrens  dance,  or  education. 

She  also  said  that  the  majority  of 
them  have  either  a  bachelor’s  or  mas¬ 
ter’s  degree. 

The  group  was  originally  brought 
to  BYU  by  Sara  Lee  Gibb  some 
twenty  years  ago. 

What  started  as  one  childrens  class 
meeting  on  Friday  afternoons,  has 
now  expanded  to  include  350  students 
and  approximately  20  teachers. 

“We  don’t  advertise  because  we 
don’t  dare,”  exclaimed  Ollerton. 
“There  is  already  a  waiting  list.” 

She  feels  the  program  is  so  popular 
because  parents  can  see  it  is  different 
and  will  be  of  greater  benefit  to  their 
children. 

She  also  said  it  is  one  of  the  cheap¬ 
est  programs  of  its  type  available. 

Classes  meet  each  night  of  the 
week  at  several  locations  on  campus 
and  in  surrounding  chapels.  Most  of 


the  students  dance  one  or  two  hours  a 
week. 

There  are  two  classes  especially  for 
boys,  where  they  are  taught  mascu¬ 
line  movements. 

Ollerton  said  she  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  program  after  a  bout  with 
cancer  in  her  childhood. 

She  was  also  influenced  by  Virginia 
Tanner,  a  nationally  acclaimed  chil¬ 
dren’s  dance  teacher  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah.  Tanner  died  a  few 
years  ago,  but  Ollerton  still  uses  her 
methods. 

Dee  Winterton,  a  former  BYU  fac¬ 
ulty  member  and  instructor  of  cre¬ 
ative  dance,  also  influenced  Ollerton’s 
involvement  with  the  program.  “He 
was  excellent,”  she  said,  (Ollerton 
and  Winterton  danced  together  in 
The  Repertory  Dance  Theater  of  Salt 
Lake). 

“I  believe  in  this  program  because 
it  is  the  best  way  to  train  young  chil¬ 
dren,”  said  Ollerton.  “Then  when 
they  are  older  they  can  make  their 
own  decisions.” 

All  six  of  her  children,  four  of  whom 
are  boys,  have  been  involved  in  the 
program.

The  station  usually  con¬ 
tracts  with  PBS  to  receive  a  year’s 
worth  of  the  programming.  The  most 
expensive  program  is  MacNeil/ 
Lehrer,  which  cost  $31,000.  Sesame 
Street  takes  $18,000  of  the  station’s 
approximately  $150,000  program¬ 
ming  budget.

KBYU-TV  also 
works  directly 
with  film  distribu¬ 
tors  to  buy  show¬ 
ing  rights.  This 
month  movies  in- 

_  eluded  ‘Matinee  at 

the  Bijou’  with 
Lola  Lane,  ‘The  Cowboy  and  the 
,  Lady’  starring  Gary  Cooper  and 
*  Merle  Oberson,  and  ‘Dead  End’  with 
Humphrey  Bogart. 

Because  KBYU-TV  is  a  PBS  sta¬ 
tion,  they  can  usually  obtain  the 
rights  to  show  various  films  at  a  fairly 
good  price.  “The  average  is  about 
$650  for  two  showings,”  said  Ham¬ 
mond.  “That’s  very  good  in  terms  of 
what  stations  usually  pay.” 

The  station  also  locally  produces 
some  programming.  “We  do  the  devo- 
tionals,  sports,  and  our  aerobics 
progam  on  a  regular  basis,”  Ham¬ 
mond  said.  They  also  do  several  spe¬ 
cials  and  distribute  those  out  to  vari¬ 
ous  PBS  stations. 

BYU  sports,  sponsored  in  part  by 
the  Cougar  Club  and  a  local  car  deal¬ 
ership,  brings  in  an  audience  for  the 
station,  said  Hammond. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  familiar 


KBYU-TV  program  is  ‘Hooked  on 
Aerobics’.  Hammond  said  the  show  is 
only  filmed  once  every  two  years. 
“We  film  the  whole  thing  in  about  two 
weeks.  We  film  65  shows,  enough  for 
one  daily  show  for  13  weeks.”  Cur¬ 
rently  ‘Hooked  on  Aerobics’  is  being 
distributed  by  25  stations. 

Although  the  station  doesn’t  cater 
to  just  BYU  students,  they  are  “try¬ 
ing  to  appeal  more  to  young  adults,” 


said  Hammond.  “Public  television  has 
a  reputation  for  being  an  older  sta¬ 
tion.  We're  trying  to  change  that.” 

One  of  the  station’s  newest  pro¬ 
grams  has  surprised  Hammond  and 
done  just  that.  “The  cartoon,  ‘Bull- 
winkle’,  has  gotten  the  biggest  re¬ 
sponse  from  the  young  adults  —  the 
‘yuppie  audience.’  I  guess  it’s  those 
who  watched  the  show  as  kids.  IPs 
been  a  nice  surprise  for  us.”

Child  care  is 
a  good  source 
for  tax  savings 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  child¬ 
care  credit  can  provide  a  tax  reduc¬ 
tion  of  up  to  $1,440  for  working  par¬ 
ents  who  have  to  hire  someone  to 
watch  their  children. 

In  general,  you  qualify  if:  you 
earned  money  in  1986;  you  incurred 
expenses  of  caring  for  your  child  un¬ 
der  age  15  or  other  dependent  (such 
as  a  disabled  parent)  so  that  you  could 
work  or  look  for  a  job;  and  you  (and,  if 
you  are  married,  your  spouse)  main¬ 
tain  a  home  with  the  dependents. 

Also  eligible  for  calculating  the 
credit  are  certain  expenses  for  house¬ 
hold  services  that  are  necessary  for 
the  well-being  of  dependents.  These 
include  costs  of  a  maid  or  house¬ 
keeper. 

Publication  503,  free  from  the  In¬ 
ternal  Revenue  Service,  explains 
other  eligibility  requirements  and 
limitations  affecting  the  credit. 


Utah  Republicans'  grip 
on  government  slipping 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah’s 
crippled  state  economy,  a  record  tax 
increase  and  President  Reagan’s  en¬ 
tanglement  in  the  Iran-Contra  affair 
could  make  it  tougher  for  Republicans 
to  remain  atop  the  state’s  political 
pedestal  in  1988,  observers  say. 

While  no  one  is  predicting  a  whole¬ 
sale  reversal  from  the  state’s  tradi¬ 
tional  Republican  alignment,  GOP 
leaders  are  entrenching  against  a 
strong  Democratic  onslaught  in  1988. 

To  meet  the  threat,  Republican 
strategists  are  making  changes,  in¬ 
cluding  adoption  of  some  Democratic 
tactics  and  the  possible  infusion  of 
new  blood  into  the  party’s  policy¬ 
making  executive  committee. 

And  in  a  direct  response  to  in-party 
mudslinging  that  cost  the  GOP  the 
Salt  Lake  County  attorney  race,  the 
party  will  distance  itself  more  in  1988 
from  the  actions  and  images  of  indi¬ 
vidual  candidates,  said  Republican 
Executive  Director  Gregg  Mc¬ 
Donough. 

“The  main  philosophical  issues  are 
still  going  to  be  in  our  favor.  It’s  not 
likely  voters  are  going  to  disown  us,” 
McDonough  said.  “But  I  do  think  we 
need  to  make  some  changes.” 

Democrats  are  hoping  the  GOP’s 
newly  acquired  liabilities  will  help 
open  a  new  chapter  in  Utah  politics. 

“I  think  Republicans  have  been 
sort  of  brought  to  Earth.  The  glow  is 
off,”  said  Ted  Wilson,  former  Demo¬ 
cratic  mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City.  “Their 
high-flying  position  of  the  past  is 
over.” 

Forecasts  that  the  Republican  hey¬ 
day  is  ending  are  not  confined  to  the 
opposition. 

Former  GOP  Congressman  Dan 
Marriott,  who  has  said  he  is  a  possible 
candidate  for  the  state  party  chair¬ 
manship,  has  taken  the  Republican 
establishment  to  task  for  handing  am¬ 
munition  to  its  enemies. 

“Republicans  are  doing  things  that 
are  playing  right  into  the  hands  of  the 
Democrats,”  Marriott  said  in  an  inter¬ 
view.  “We  have  problems  in  this 
state  ^ 

Between  1980  and  1986,  Republi¬ 
cans  won  nearly  every  major  political 
office  in  Utah  from  the  county  level 
up. 

The  GOP  won  the  governor’s  office, 
boasted  a  two-thirds  majority  in  the 
Legislature  and  held  the  state’s  five 
congressional  seats. 

Democrats  started  coming  back 
last  year,  winning  the  2nd  District 
congressional  seat  and  gaining  13  ad¬ 
ditional  seats  in  the  Utah  House. 

Democrats  have  further  taken 
heart  from  a  recent  Salt  Lake  Tribune 
poll  that  indicated  relatively 
mediocre  approval  ratings  for  Repub¬ 
lican  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  and  GOP 
congressmen  James  V.  Hansen  and 
Howard  Nielson. 

Bangerter,  whose  performance 
was  rated  as  good  or  excellent  by  68 
percent  of  respondents  soon  after  tak¬ 
ing  office  in  1985,  attracted  such  plau¬ 
dits  from  only  35  percent  of  those  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  Feb.  20  survey. 
Hansen  received  a  47  percent  confi¬ 


dence  vote  and  Nielson  garnered  only 
39  percent,  although  both  represent 
strongly  Republican  districts. 

Observers  link  the  lower  ratings 
largely  to  the  state’s  economic  woes. 
Since  the  GOP’s  1984  election  sweep, 
major  Utah  industries  such  as  mining 
and  manufacturing  have  suffered 
sharp  reversals,  resulting  in  the  loss 
of  thousands  of  jobs  and  more  than 
$100  million  in  state  revenues. 

To  remedy  the  budget  crunch,  the 
Republican-controlled  Legislature 
imposed  a  record  $166  million  tax  in¬ 
crease  earlier  this  month. 

Although  a  majority  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture’s  Democrats  voted  for  the  higher 
taxes,  outraged  taxpayers  have  di¬ 
rected  their  ire  at  Bangerter  and  Re¬ 
publican  lawmakers. 

“The  rhetoric  has  been  for  the  past 
10  years  or  so  that  the  Republican 
Party  is  the  conservative  party  that 
doesn’t  raise  taxes.  They  just  can’t 
use  the  same  rhetoric  any  more,”  said 
Democratic  Party  Executive  Direc¬ 
tor  Blaze  Wharton,  who  also  is  minor¬ 
ity  whip  in  the  Utah  House. 

Wharton  said  Democrats  also  stand 
to  gain  by  the  Iran-Contra  arms  deal. 
The  investigation,  he  said,  has  forced 
Utahns  to  look  more  critically  at  the 
Republican  Party  and  at  Reagan,  who 
won  74  percent  of  Utah’s  vote  in  1980 
and  75  percent  in  1985. 

Despite  the  problems,  McDonough 
said  he  remains  optimistic  about  1988. 
He  said  fundraising  has  been  good 
and  traditional  Republican  support¬ 
ers  have  given  little  indication  their 
loyalty  has  changed. 

But  the  party  nevertheless  is  mak¬ 
ing  adjustments. 

McDonough  said  the  party  will  take 
a  higher  public  profile  in  1988  to  give 
it  an  image  apart  from  its  candidates. 
McDonough  said  the  party  wants  to 
avoid  the  image  problems  that  re¬ 
sulted  from  mudslinging  between 
Roger  Livingston  and  Michael  Chris¬ 
tensen,  candidates  for  the  Republican 
nomination  for  Salt  Lake  County  at¬ 
torney  in  1986. 

“We’re  not  going  to  go  through  that 
again,”  said  McDonough. 

Further,  he  said  membership  on 
the  executive  committee  probably 
will  be  changed  to  give  the  party  lead¬ 
ership  more  diversity  and  fresh  per¬ 
spectives. 

“We’ve  got  the  old  politicos  in 
there.  I  just  think  we  need  a  more 
diverse  perspective,  a  little  bit  more 
spunk,”  he  said. 

McDonough  said  Republicans  also 
are  borrowing  directly  from  the 
Democrats’  game  plan  in  order  to  hold 
their  majority  in  the  Utah  House.  He 
said  Democrats  scored  points  last  fall 
by  purchasing  a  computerized  list  of 
voting  records  of  Republican  lawmak¬ 
ers  and  distributing  them  to  their  can¬ 
didates. 

McDonough  said  Republicans  al¬ 
ready  are  putting  together  similar 
records  of  votes  by  Democrats  in  the 
legislative  session  that  ended  Feb. 
25. 

“We’re  going  to  play  the  same  game 
they  did,”  McDonough  said.

This  week  as  we  join  the  dabbling 
duo,  Statman  and  Robot  are  reading 
over  the  letters  they  received  over 
the  past  few  days  to  determine  a  pro¬ 
ject  to  work  on. 

“Dear  Statman  and  Robot:  For  a 
while  now,  everything  on  campus  has 
been  shutting  down  for  forums  and 
devotionals.  What  I  want  to  know  is 
has  attendance  at  forums  and  devo¬ 
tionals  actually  increased  or  has  this 
just  proved  to  be  an  inconvenience. 
Also  I  would  like  to  know  why  people 
go  or  don’t  go  to  forums  and  devotion¬ 
als.  Sincerely...” 

“Gosh,  Robot,  we  have  so  many  but 
I  think  students  have  a  lot  of  interest 
in  this  one.  Let’s  study  it.  Come 
Robot,  to  the  Statcave!” 

Several  hours  later,  Statman  and 
Robot  are  just  finishing  quizzing 
BYU  students  on  why  they  do  or 
don’t  go  to  forums  and  devotionals. 

“Well,  Robot,  run  this  information 
through  your  data  processor  and  see 
why  people  do  what  they  do.  ” 

“Holy  rationalization,  Statman,  77 
percent  of  the  students  don’t  regu¬ 
larly  go  to  the  forum  assemblies.  Of 
the  77  percent  of  the  students  that 
don’t  attend,  46  percent  think  study¬ 
ing  is  more  important,  29  percent 
think  the  forum  topics  are  not  inter¬ 
esting,  and  21  percent  don’t  attend 
because  of  employment.  Of  the  23 
percent  of  the  students  who  regularly 
go  to  the  forums,.  42  percent  attend 
because  they  think  it  is  intellectually 
stimulating,  38  percent  because  the 
topics  are  of  particular  interest,  and 
13  percent  because  BYU  is  all  locked 
up. 

“In  the  case  of  devotionals,  62  per¬ 
cent  of  the  students  say  they  regu¬ 
larly  attend.  Of  the  62  percent  who 


attend,  61  percent  go  because  they 
feel  they  receive  a  spiritual  uplift,  32 
percent  go  because  they  like  the 
scheduled  speaker,  and  two  percent 
because  BYU  is  all  locked  up.  Of  the 
38  percent  of  the  students  who  don’t 
regularly  attend  devotionals,  48  per¬ 
cent  don’t  go  because  of  school  work, 
28  percent  because  of  employment 
and  20  percent  because  they  forgot 
about  it. 

“According  to  the  University  rela¬ 
tions  office  at  BYU,  attendance  was 
1,152  for  forums  and  4,224  for  devo¬ 
tionals  before  the  policy  change.  Af¬ 
ter  the  change  it  was  4,684  and 
14,028,  respectively.  This  is  congru¬ 
ent  with  our  study  since  62  percent  of 
27  thousand  students  is  16,740  for 
devotionals  and  23  percent  of  27  thou¬ 
sand  students  is  6210  students  for  fo¬ 
rums,  which  is  statistically  in  the 
same  ballpark  as  their  study.  It  looks 
like  attendance  has  increased  at  devo¬ 
tionals  by  about  200  percent  and  by 
about  260  percent  for  forums.” 

“Well,  Robot,  in  order  to  attract 
more  of  those  students  who  think 
study  is  more  important,  BYU  could 
improve  in  the  area  of  forum  topics. 
Maybe  a  discourse  on  parenting  by 
Bill  Cosby  or  other  such  individuals 
would  draw  the  interest  of  more  of  the 
students. 

“In  other  words  BYU  needs  to  get 
more  famous  authoritative  people  to 
talk  about  current  event  issues.  It  is 
sad  that  students  don’t  find  a  broad 
range  of  topics  interesting.  I  think 
forums  fit  into  the  category  of  non-re- 
quired  general  education.  More  peo¬ 
ple  should  attend,” 

“Hey,  Statman,  we  just  got  a  simi¬ 
lar  letter.  This  guy  wants  to  know 
what  percent  of  BYU  workers  who 
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don’t  have  to  work  now  during  forums 
and  devotionals  regularly  attend.  Is  a 
BYU  shutdown  necessary?  Do  you 
think  we  could  answer  his  question 
real  quick?” 

“Well,  Statman  hasn’t  done  his  own 
study  on  this,  however  according  to  a 
study  done  by  the  University  rela¬ 
tions  office,  many  of  those  required  to 
work  during  devotionals  and  forums, 
before  the  policy  change,  indicated 
that  they  would  like  to  attend  if  they 
could.  I  think  this  and  our  findings 
that  employment  is  a  major  cause  of 
non-attendance  may  shed  some  light 
on  why  BYU  is  shut  down  during 
devotionals  and  forums.” 

As  we  leave  Statman  and  Robot, 
we  hear  Robot  say  “Statman,  do  you 
think  BYU  could  get  Mr.  Good- 
wrench  to  give  a  forum  speech  on 
lube,  oil  and  filtering  your  robot?”
